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THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


One of the joys in reading the twenty-plus (20+) newsletters/bulletins that 
I receive as Editor of this NCNA Heads and Tales, and what always catches my at- 
tention and interest, are the Show 'n Tells, or members' displays at meetings. 


It is strange that at some meetings there might be just two or one or worst 
none and at other meetings the members have refused to include Show 'n Tells in 
the agenda; but, at some meetings the sole activity seems to be the Show 'n Tells, 
even to the point of half or more of those attending. Why these marked differences? 
Why these imbalances? Are those in one club less likely to collect and be proud of 
what they collect than others? Strange. 


I cannot explain it. Yet, often I, and few others also, have been at a meet- 
ing with the only Show 'n Tell, sometimes addressing an indifferent crowd. 


Show 'n Tells are at the soul of the hobby. These simple short efforts de- 
monstrate something important, very important, and imperative to the success of 
any group in any endeavor, namely sharing and giving. 


Show 'n Tells are education. From someone's own experience, one learns, only 
having to open their ears and listen. 


Show 'n Tells are enjoyable. Often an old joke or remembrance will add the 
only humor to a dull agenda. 


Show 'n Tells are personal. It is maybe the only chance when members might 
gain insight into each other. 


Show 'n Tells are rewarding. Sometimes a brief talk might cause someone else 
listening to add or to answer or to reply to an appeal or question. 


Show 'n Tells are ignition. Sometimes one Show 'n Tells can ignite a lively 
and extensive discussion, adding to the whole meeting and compensating for any 
lack of a formal program. 


Show 'n Tells are gifts. At my local stamp club one meeting ago, an older 
member shared a simple old one-cent postcard. It was just an old tattered one-cent 
postcard. To him, and to us listening, it was more than that: written by him one 
early Sunday morning and posted that same day cleared by censor. What date? A young 
sailor writing to his Mother that he was okay from Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. 
None of us passing along that very postcard will ever forget his remembrance. 


That is what Show 'n Tells are meant to be. True, not all of us may have 
similar tales nor rare choice coins; however, one may ht know until he or she 
stands up and saids, even timidly, "I have here... ". 


To my mind, coin clubs and club members who refuse Show 'n Tells only limit 
themselves. Yes, it takes will-power and time to stand and address any group, and 
yes, it may cost nothing and pay only_the dividend of one's own satisfaction. But.
